Sprague ’ said his data showed 
that Six shot* were fifed at 
Kennedy ! as he rode through Dal- 
las' Dsaley- Plaea in act open 
limousine on Nov. 22, 1963, 

One shot missed, he said, and 
one hit Texas Cow. John B. Con- 
. nelly, Jr. and four hit Kennedy, 
two of those in the head, one is 
the back and one in the throat. 

-■Two of the -shots were fired 
from the Texas School Book De- 
pository building where the War- 
ren .. Coserf. esion placed Oswald, 
Sprague said, hat he contended 
that Oswald was not there «t the

Sprague, president of a Com- 
puter research*! ins in Hardadal^ 
New York satdffhis findings were 
based on computer analysis of 
500 still photographs taken at 
the time of the assassination 
and partical analysis of movie 
sequences.
